SOLID FOR BLAINE. 


A Gresham B ackslider—Grand R ac­ 
ing Events—M urder and Lynch­ 
ing in Colorado—Etc.

AUL FO R B LA IN E. 
T he Pacific C oast D eleg ates A ll W an t 
B la in t—A D ay a t D enver. 
D en v er, June 14th.—That portion of the 
Pacific coast delegation consisting of Cali­ 
fornia, Oregon and Nevada arrived in this 
city at 0 o’clock this morning over the 
Union Pacific. Most of the delegates and 
visitors are accompanied bv their wives. 
The party consists of 1G0 people and the 
train is composed of seven sleepers, dining, 
commissary and baggage cars, and is with­ 
out donht the nicest-equipped train that 
ever crossed the continent. 
On their arrival the delegation were met 
by members of the Union Club and a com­ 
mittee of citizens, who entertained them 
by a carriage drive over the city during the 
morning and a reception at the Chamber 
of Commerce in the afternoon. 
The three delegations held a meeting 
yesterday, at which Creed Haymond, of 
California, was chosen Chairman. 
Resolutions were unanimously adopted 
favoring Mr. Blaine for the first place on 
the national ticket. 
expressions op delegates. 
George De Golia of the California dele­ 
gation, in a conversation upon the political 
situation, said: “ The Pacific coast is a 
unit for Blaine. We want no other, and 
will have none other, unless it is impos­ 
sible for us to prevail upon him to accept 
the nomination. We have thought of no 
other man, and have no second choice, nor 
have we yet given the second place on the 
ticket any consideration.” 
Charles F. Crocker expressed the same 
idea as to the choice of the people of the 
West, and added : “ While we are all lor 
Blaine, we do not desire to have the people 
understand that we will cast our votes 
solid for him on the first ballot. If Blaine 
will not accept, we will consult with our 
friends from Indiana, New York and other 
States, and will then support the candidate 
who will have the greatest influence in 
carrying the doubtful States. We have 
not yet thought of a candidate for Vice­ 
President, and will give no attention to 
this until we have determined upon a man 
to fill the first place. We have only one 
thing to ask of the Convention. We will 
present the name of M. M. Estee, of Napa, 
tor temporary Chairman, and would like 
to see him unanimously elected.” 
M. D. Foley, Chairman of the [Nevada?] 
delegation, said : “ We want Blaine, but it 
we can’t get him we will support the next 
best man. But before we express any 
choice we will wait and see what Colorado 
wants. Our interests are identical. We 
are for silver and lead, and for protection. 
I want to see all the delegates between the 
Missouri river and the Pacific ocean a unit 
in favor of these three, and intend to use 
all my efforts to secure this result. As to 
the ticket nominated at St. Louis, I think 
it the best the Democrats couid put up. 
Thurman has always been a great favorite 
with us, and I think he will be the means 
of securing more votes for his party than 
any other Democrat in the country. My 
honest opinion is that the head "of the 
Democratic ticket is at the tail.” 
Barin, Chairman of the Oregon, delega­ 
tion, had nothing to say, except that they 
were all for Blaine. The party expressed 
themselves as having had a mo3t delightful 
trip. 
AGAIN ON THE ROAD. 
When the time of departure arrived (at 8 
o’clock) several hundred citizizens and a 
number of Republican Clubs had assem­ 
bled on the platform with brass-bands, and 
as the train pulled out the Pacific coasters 
were given a rousing farewell by their 
Denver ttiends, both Republicans and 
Democrats.

Chicago, June 14th—The first combina­ 
tion between any two leading candidates 
for the Presidency was brought to a culmi 
nation to-day. The friends of Harrison 
and Gresham met quietly and in a short 
time their forces were harmonious. It 
was an Indiana family gathering. Among 
the Harrison leaders present were Attor­ 
ney-General Mitchener, ex Congressman 
Peele and Secretary of State Griffin.

W ashington, June 14th—There is abso­ 
lutely nothing else talked about here to­ 
night but the Chicago Convention. It is 
the one all-absorbing topic. Id the corri­ 
dors of the Capitol to-day and the lobbies 
°f the hotels, and in every place where 
politicians are wont to congregate the out­ 
look of tbe coming Convention is the one 
theme. There is but one voice as to the plat­ 
form that will be adopted, and its main beam 
will be that of protection to the industries 
of the people. That issue, all are agreed, 
will be the one upon which the campaign 
will be fougbt, and upon which the Re­ 
publicans led certain oi success. There 
will be no patchwork at Chicago, 9uch as 
there was at St. Louis, and even the agilitv 
of the average Democratic politician will 
not be equal to dodging the issue of Pro­ 
tection vs. Free Trade, when the Chicago 
Convention shall have flung its banner to- 
the breeze. 
MOVES ON THE POLITICAL CHESSBOARDS. 
As to which one of the many good men 
mentioned will head the ticket, there is the 
widest divergence of opinion. The day has 
been prolific, hotf ever, in moves on the po­ 
litical chessboards. Three of importance 
have been made, each of which will have 
considerable to do with the shaping of 
events next week. The first was the deci­ 
sion reached in the afternoon to lay 
aside the tarilf bill for one week, be­ 
ginning nest Monday. This was brought 
about by the Republicans, who have 
purposely withheld their agreement to 
a limiting of the tariff debate, realizing 
that it would never do for them to absent 
themselves from the House while the tariff 
bill was up. They suggested to Mills and 
his brother-taritf-tinkers that, providing 
they would consent to lav aside their pet 
scheme for a week they (the Republicans) 
would consent to a limit being placed on 
the debate which would follow when the 
bill was again taken up. This the Demo­ 
crats, after some wrangling, consented to. 
The Republican members will, therefore, 
leave here en masse on Saturday. 
The second move, and its importance, 
can readily be seen in the announcement 
that Wm. Walter Phelps is a candidate for 
the second place on the ticket. He wa# 
seen to night by your correspondent, and 
admitted that the announcement was true. 
In reply to a question, Mr. Phelps said he 
was now for Harrison as the head of the 
ticket, and that, in his opinion, he was the 
best man that could be found. This state­ 
ment gathers much significance from the 
close friendship of Phelps and Mr. Blaine, 
and is generally regarded as an indication 
that a large proportion of the Blaine men 
will support Harrison and Phelps. 
Political move number three is one 
which may result in the checkmating of 
the Gresham boom. My information comes 
from a close personal friend of Airs. Logan, 
who says that determined little woman has 
vowed that Judge Gresham shall not get 
the place. Her opposition comes from the 
ill-treatment of General Logan by Gresham 
when the former was in need of Gresh­ 
am’s political aid, and that gentleman 
was appealed to by Mrs. Logan herself. 
He not only refused her request, but was, 
it is said, unkind in his criticism of her 
hnsband. Those who know Mrs. Logan 
know that when she makes up her mind 
to do a thing she generally succeeds. Cer­ 
tain it is that J udge Gresham would not be 
the first political grave this brilliant 
woman has had a prominent hand in dig­ 
ging.The Sherman men are still making a 
good deal of noise, and although they are 
by no means to be ignored, some of their 
claims have been shown up as mere 
assumptions. Among others they have 
been claiming the entire delegation from 
North Carolina. Fifteen of that delegation 
to-day came out lor Harrison, and three 
more have announced themselves as favor­ 
ing the little Alger boomlet. The latter is 
hard tofindin Washington, and is generally 
supposed to be floating around in some 
northwestern locality, yet unknown.

As we write, the dispatches announce 
that the Emperor Frederick of Germany 
and King of Prussia Is dying—is in fact 
in a comatose condition. 
W e speak of 
him, therefore, as having practically passed 
away and left the reins of power to be 
held by other hands. 
Because this event has been so long 
expected it creates 
little 
or no sur­ 
prise. 
But far more than the death of his 
father is 
it 
momentous for Germany. 
W ilhelm had rounded out and finished his 
career, making German unity a realization 
and compacting theretofore jealous States 
into an empire second for all true elements 
of greatness to no other. 
Frederick, how­ 
ever, had but just entered upon a cour e 
of political activity that, could its full 
purpose have been accomplished, would 
have made Germany not only stronger, 
but have advanced her ujion the path of 
progress to broader political freedom for 
her people than is enjoyed by those of any 
other monarchy of Europe. 
Frederick was horn October 18, 1831. 
H e received a scientific education and was 
ciothed with regalia as the Rector of 
Konigsberg 
University. 
In 1858 
he 
married Victoria Adelaide, the Princess 
Royal of G reat B ritain. 
To the pair six 
children have been horn, the eldest, W ill­ 
iam Victor, now succeeding to the Im ­ 
perial throne. 
Frederick commanded the 
second Prussian army in 1866, and con­ 
tributed to the decisive victory of Sadowa 
by his timely appearance at Clilum. 
In 
the Franco-German war of 1870-71 he 
commanded the South German forces. He 
achieved a remarkable victory at Weissen- 
berg August 4th, and another August 6th 
at _W orth, defeating M arshal McMahon 
disastrously. 
H e took a leading part in 
the greater trium phs of the war, and es­ 
pecially during the seige of Paris. 
He 
was made a General and Field Marshal for 
his intrepidity and wise conduct of his 
campaigns. 
H e was cool-headed, conserv­ 
ative in his views, studious, liberal in 
thought, and was in harmony with most 
progressive German movements. 
H e was 
recognized as a cultivated man and a 
Prince of more than usually thoughtful 
turn, and of strong domestic tastes. 
Ger­ 
many reposed great confidence in him, and 
he was looked forward to as the ideal of a 
wise and successful ruler. 
Emperor Frederick 
recoguized 
what 
every far-seeing 
politician 
of Europe 
clearly sees, that behind German society 
are liberalizing forces which cannot be re­ 
sisted without grave injury to the Empire. 
H e saw long ago that while it would be 
impossible to turn the heart of his father 
from his idea of m ilitary strength as the 
one chief factor of im perial integrity, that 
nevertheless, 
the democratic 
spirit is 
growing in Germans; that liberal ideas 
are gaining ground daily throughout the 
Empire, and that its future bond of union 
must he that of intelligence and political 
freedom, rather than of m ilitary strength. 
H e knew and frankly confessed it, that the 
idea of full representation of the people 
has for years been occupying German 
thought, and that what may he called re­ 
publican sympathies have been taking root 
in the German heart; that reforms th at 
will eventually render the relations be­ 
tween Kings and subjects only tolerable, 
are on foot in Germany, and that before 
them Emperors and Princes must bend. 
Instead of attem pting to stem a tide that is 
irresistible, he choose to labor for the direc­ 
tion of its course. 
Had he been spared a 
few years longer Germany would have been 
found under a broader constitution, and 
enjoying representative forms and guar­ 
antees, and m aintaining very much less of 
the rigor of Imperialism than now. 
An 
evidence of this fact is to he found in the 
warm partisanship of Frederick for the 
new lranehise hill for Prussia, which is al­ 
most the counterpart of the English sys­ 
tem. 
\s Frederick the Emperor dies, the Em ­ 
peror, Frederick W illiam Victor, his son, 
lives. 
lie was horn in January, 1859, and 
hence ascends the Im perial throne a very 
young man. 
He is reported to be almost 
the exact opposite of his father in states­ 
m anlike qualities, caution, foresight and 
in the direction of his ambition for Ger­ 
many. 
lie is said to lie so intensely G er­ 
man th at he is lacking in that natural re­ 
spect due his mother because she is Eng­ 
lish. 
If present estimate of his character 
is correct, he is hot-headed, intolerant and 
extrem e in his views concerning the ne­ 
cessity for 
m aintaining 
the 
m ilitary 
strength of the nation. 
But it is possible 
that the crown will bring with it some­ 
thing of conservatism. 
It is unthinkable 
that the young man's blood should con­ 
tinue radically hot when he is brought 
face to face with the responsibilities of ad­ 
m inistering the affairs of the first nation 
of Europe. 
But, at the best, Germany 
has reason to entertain fear. 
W illiam, as 
we have said, is iptolcrani, tempestuous 
and so radically German as to lie said to 
favor severe measures against classes of re­ 
ligionists not in accord with the dominant 
faith. 
Bismarck is not strongly attached j v 
to the young man ; there are few ties to hold 


m aintaining the m ilitary arm of the Em ­ 
pire, it is feared that W illiam will go be­ 
yond the point where the aged Emperor 
paused with wise discretion, and so alarm 
neighboring States as to incite prepara­ 
tions th at may result in angry explanations 
and possibly in war. 
If the new Emperor 
pursues the course indicated, and closes 
liis eyes to the liberalizing tendencies to 
which his father proposed to offer no strong 
resistance, it will simply he the worse for 
W illiam. German unity will not be de­ 
stroyed by any folly of his, nor will G er­ 
man progress he stayed hv such an obstacle 
as a hot-blooded young prince. 


T h e “ point with p rid e” business is not 
much indulged in by our Democratic 
friends this season. 
W hy should they 
“ point with pride?” 
W hat has the Ad­ 
ministration done that has advanced the 
country, or th at leaves it at the close of 
Mr. Cleveland’s term one particle better 
off than at the beginning. 
Additions 
have been made to the navy—but upon

and 
under the spur of the whole nation. 
We 
are at peace with the world, but no thanks 
are to be rendered to the Democracy for 
continuing the state in which it found the 
nation. 
A settlement has been had of the 
fisheries question, but at the expense of 
national pride, and the sacrifice of about 
all the claims our fishery industries pre­ 
ferred. Civil service reform, to which Mr. 
Cleveland pledged himself, has literally 
gone backw ard; the redemption of the 
national debt was so delayed by the Ad­ 
m inistration th at Congress was forced bv 
resolution to point out to the President his 
bounden duty to use certain revenues for 
the taking up of certificates of national 
indebtedness. 
W ith a howl long and 
piteous about taxation, the internal reve­ 
nue taxes are retained, though the voice 
of the country is in large majorltv de­ 
manding their revocation, and the dis­ 
charge of the 3,500 Federal officials their 
collection necessitates. 
Calmly viewed, 
soberly considered, what has the Adminis­ 
tration done to distinguish it, or give it a 
claim upon the gratitude of the nation?

The people then felt 
that henceforth the worst news could be 
looked for. The concern was universal, 
and the intense anxieiy increased as suc­ 
cessive extras announced the approach of 
the last agony. Until long after nightfall 
crowds gathered in front of the official res­ 
idence in W ilhelm strasse, being especially 
watchful a ‘ the Chancellor’s residence.

Several m inis­ 
ters visited Prince Bismarck in the even­ 
ing, and an informal council was held. 
Prince Bismarck had a long conference 
with the Crown Prince at Pctsdam, after 
seeing the Emperor.

P R IC E OF SCHOOL BOOKS. 
The State Printer, Captain J. D. Young, 
reported the cost of publishing each of the 
series of school books. The report was 
read, ordered filed and spread upon the 
minutes. The report was exhaustive, and 
showed much care in its compilation. 
The Captain, who was present, made some 
remarks supplemental to the report. He 
said so far they had been extremely fortu­ 
nate, having had no break-downs. He 
had been in the office but a few weeks 
when he became convinced that the books 
were being offered too cheap. The price 
was not sufficient to keep up the revolving 
fund, as intended by the Act of the Legis­ 
lature. The estimates submitted by him 
would cover cost and keep up the" fund. 
He would be at more expense for a short 
time, as the shipping of books would re­ 
quire additional packers and box-makers. 
He had put a circular saw in at the State 
printing-office, which would enable one 
carpenter to make all the boxes and save 
the salary of one man. One item which 
entered into the cost of the books was that 
of storage, as he had to rent outside room 
for the storage of stock, etc. 
Governor W aterman—It seems, Superin­ 
tendent Hoitt, that you made the price of 
the books too low. 
Superintendent Hoitt—We made it upon 
the estimate of the State Superintendent of 
Printing, Mr. Shoaf, who seems to have 
made some very seriou3 miscalculations. 
In figuring up the cost of these books we 
desire to spread the cost of compilation 
over the issues that will be made in eight 
years. 
The cost of the plant we will 
spread over a period of twelve years. 
The estimates of cost; the percentage to 
be added to each for cost of plant and com­ 
pilation, were figured out for each book, 
and after considerable discussion the prices 
for which the books are to be sold were 
fixed as follows:

The post­ 
age on each book is as follows: First 
Reader, five cents; Second, eight cents; 
Third, twelve cents; Speller, six cents; Ele­ 
mentary Arithmetic, five cents; Advanced 
Arithmetic, eight cents; Grammar, eight 
cents; History, eleven cents. 
This makes the entire set cost $3 05, 
while the books now used, of which they 
will take the place, am ount to about $6, or 
say twice as much. 
The books now being turned out are su­ 
perior in text matter, in paper, workm an­ 
ship and finish to any school-books m anu­ 
factured in the Union, and California is the 
only State in the Union that has under­ 
taken to furnish her children with a su­ 
perior book at cost price. 
W hen the prices were made, under the 
estimates furnished by ex-Superintendent 
of State Printing Shoaff, they were as fol­ 
lows : First Reader, fifteen cents; Second, 
thirty cents; Third, forty cents; Speller, 
twenty 
cents: 
Elementary Arithmetic, 
twenty-one cents; 
Advanced Arithmetic, 
thirty cents. 
Under Captain Young’s estimates the 
First Readers remain the same, and ad­ 
vances were made as follows: Second 
Reader, three cents: Third, fourteen cents: 
Speller, five cents; Elementan- Arithmetic, 
four cents; Advanced Arithmetic, twelve 
cents. 
Some shrewd Oakland booksellers sent 
in their orders for a large num ber of books 
on Wednesday, evidently bavin" “caught 
on” to the fact that there was to be an ad­ 
vance in prices. 
Yesterday there was 
boxed to their address 2,900 First Readers, 
1.900 Second, 1,250 Third, 2,500 Spellers, 
1,650 Elementary Aritheinetics and 1,600 
Advanced Arithemelics. The price fixed 
yesterday made a clear profit to the pur­ 
chasers of $615. 
The question of publishing a geography 
was 
discussed 
at considerable 
length. 
Prolessor More thought the best way "fur 
the State to do was to ask the Legislature 
to let them contract with some firm to 
furnish a geography. The cost of a plaut 
would be so large and their editions printed 
so limited, that the books would cost too 
much. If we have several States to supply, 
so that the plant could be scattered over 
several large editions, then the price could 
be brought down materiallv. 
Captain Young said that he understood 
that maps and engravings could be pro­ 
cured for $7.000. The compilation would 
cost, say $4,000. 
He could, with those fig­ 
ures, get out 50,000 books for $34,000, super­ 
ior in make and finish to the Eastern books 
sold at wholesale for 80 cents, and fur­ 
nished pupils at from $1 25 to $1 50. 
He 
was positive the State conld make the 
Geographies for 80 cents. 
Superintendent Hoitt said while East he 
inquired the cost of maps and plates for 
both the Geographies, and they could be 
piocured for $22,000. 
But this was not 
exactly what 
California 
w anted; they 
would have to be revised in many particu­ 
lars. 
Governor W aterman said he was in favor 
of California making her own Geographies, 
and giving the printers and bookbinders, 
men and women, boys and girls, work. 
We have a good State" Printer, and a State 
Printing Office that is a credit to the State. 
I want the Geographies made here. 
Let us 
have them full of attractive illustrations, 
and devote much of the space to the Pacific 
coast. I<et the Pacific slope have a chance, 
and teacli our little folks about this Golden 
West. The Governor said he was goine to 
devote considerable attention to this matter 
of geography. In his opinion it was one 
of the most im portant books in the series. 
Let us see if we can’t arrange to have a 
good one compiled and made at home. It 
is true our market is limited. California is 
not the most populous State in the Union, 
but it is willing to he, and is going to be. 
Pending the discussion on the Geography 
the Board adjourned to 10 A.. M . to-day.

T h e P r e v a ilin g W e a th e r N o t U n u su a l fo r 
T ilia S ea so n . 
The records of the United Stales Signal 
Office in this city, says Sergeant James 
A. Barwick, show that this weather for 
June is not an unusual feature for this 
m onta. That is, rain to an appreciable 
am ount has been precipitated in June dur­ 
ing the last forty years on exactly twenty 
years. A conclusion could be drawn from 
th a t; that every other year rain is liable to 
fall in June, in fact, the records show 
that rain to an appreciable amount has 
fallen in June continuously for five years 
without an omission. Those years were as 
follows : 1854, 1855, 1856, 1857, 1858. 
The heaviest rainfall in June for forty 
years occurred in 1884, when as much as 
1.45 inches was precipitated. This unpre­ 
cedented rainfall damaged large quantities 
of bay and fruit. 
It is frequently said that 
our climate is changing. This the records 
show is all moonshine. I, as W eather Ob­ 
server, have heard the same thing re­ 
marked whenever any nnusual weather 
occurs. The same thing has been said in 
St. Paul, Minnesota, Yankton, D. T., Den­ 
ver, Colorado, Alpena, Michigan, and Sac­ 
ramento, California. 
This only shows that people’s memory 
dwells but shortly on the features of the 
different climatic changes, and unless a 
person makes a note day by day, and hour 
by hour of the different phases of the 
weather, he will be sadly mistaken in his 
estimation of climatic changes. 
The barometer north of California yes­ 
terday was quite low and heavy rain has 
been precipitated during the twenty-four 
hours, in fact the barometrical features of 
the weather condition was such as are 
usually observed during our severe winter 
9torms. 
It is to be hoped that no such storm will 
visit California in the next few days as the 
one of yesterday in Oregon and W ashing­ 
ton Territory, for it would do untold dam ­ 
age to the grain and fruit crops now in 
readiness for the bands of the gatherer. 
The temperature, wind and weather, 
at 4 a m. yesterday, was 64°, southeast, 
3 miles per hour, and cloudy ; 12 M. 77°, 
southwest, 12 miles, and cloudy ; 7 p. M. 
69°, southwest, 16 miles, and cloudy. The 
highest and lowest temperature was 79° 
and 63°, with a steady barometer. The 
average temperature was 79°, being 2° 
warmer than the normal for that day.

THE RAILROADS. 


O pening of R ranch L in es—Sunset E xcur­ 
sion s D u rin g th e E ntire Year. 
On Juiy 1st regular trains will begin run­ 
ning on several new branches and exten­ 
sions of the Southern Pacific. The longest 
branch to be opened for traffic is a section 
of the Stockton aud Tulare division, run­ 
ning southeasterly from Fresno seventy- 
one miles to Plano, a point in Southern 
Tulare county, about due east from Tipton, 
ou the present Southern Pacific main line. 
Thirty-seven miles of the San Pedro and 
Tulare branch running south from Tracy 
to Newman on the west side of the San 
Joaquin, will be opened. Newman is a new 
town across the river from H ill's Ferry. 
Another extension to be opened is the Vaca 
Valley and Clear Lake line for twenty-four 
miles up the Capay valley to Rumsey, and 
regular trains will begin running also on 
the branch being built westerly from W il­ 
lows, known as the Willows and Mendo­ 
cino, and now completed for seventeen 
miles out to a point called Fruito. 
The popular '‘Sunset excursions” which 
the Southern Pacific has been running 
from Boston to Los Angeles every winter, 
are to be continued this year all" through 
the summer. This step has been decided 
upon by reason of the inquiry about Cali­ 
fornia in New England and the Middle 
States and the general movement of popu­ 
lation westward, independent 
of those 
travelers whose journeys are controlled 
only by the seasons. " These excursion 
trains are fitted wiih the tourist-sleeping 
cars, and each train is in charge of a depu­ 
tized agent of the railroad company. Many 
of these excursionists are ticketed through to 
San Francisco, going only to the south be­ 
cause these excursions followed that route.
